THE MOVEMENT.—THE CORN BILL IN THE LORDS, 


| We have much satisfaction in receiving assurances from numer- 
ous quarters, that every effort is being used to lay before the 
House of Lords a representation of the. opinions of those classes 
throughout the country who have most to gain or lose by any 
interruption to national prosperity, or by any disturbance of peace 
which may be consequent on the rejection of the Corn Bill. From 
Glasgow we learn that a second petition has been forwarded from

That your petitioners are fully convinced of the wisdom and necessity of the 
measures brought forward by her Majesty's government for the progressve re- 
duction of all duties imposed for other purposes than those of revenue. That 
whilst they fully approve the principles on which those measures are founded, 
and look forward with confidence to the beneficial effects on all classes of the 
community which will ultimately result from them, they deeply lament the sus- 
pension of commercial operations, and other grievous inconveniences, which 
have arisen during, and in consequence of, the protracted discussions on this 
subject, and which must continue to exist as long as the measures remain in 
Suspense. 

That on this account your petitioners have witnessed, with the greatest satis- 
faction, the final passage through the Commons’ House of Parliament of the 
most important of those measures, namely, the bill “ for regulating the importa- 
tion of corn ;” and yeur petitioners believing this measure to be essential to the 
progressive prosperity of every elass of the community, earnestly implore your 
lordships to take it into your immediate consideration. And your petitioners

The following is the petition agreed upon by the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce :— 


To the Right Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Temporal of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland in Parliament assembled, 
The Petition of the Chamber of Commerce and Manufactures, at Manchester, in 
special general meeting assembled. 

Showeth,—That your petitioners have seen, with satisfaction, that a bill “to 
amend the laws relating to the importation of corn,” has been passed by the 
honourable the House of Commons, and is now under the consideration of your 
right honourable house. 

That, in thus expressing their satisfaction, your petitioners respectfully avow 
that itis rather to the principle on which this and the other commercial mea- 
sures introduced into the legislature by her Majesty’s government are founded, 
than to the manner in which that principle is carried out, that their approval 
extends. They would have preferred that the change ffom an unjust and 
unwise policy, to one which they regard as the harbinger of peace and blessings, 
not only to this country, but to the whole human race, should have been full 
and immediate, and not partial and deferred ; and your petitioners still regret 
that this course has not been pursued, inasmuch as this great and inevitable 
change could never be made with less disturbance to existing interests than at 
the present time. 

That the progress which the questions to which your petitioners refer have 
made in the minds of the reflective and intelligent of all classes, renders it 
unnecessary to recite at length the grounds on which the fixed opinions of your 
petitioners are based; but they feel themselves bound to state most energetically 
to your right honourable house, that the tedious delay which has intervened 
between the introduction of the measures of her majesty’s government and the 
present time,—though useful in having afforded opportunities for discussions, 
which have more firmly cemented the determinations of the people,—has yet 
been attended by many evils. The transition even from an unwise to a wise 
course of legislation must necessarily be accompanied by a state of uncertainty 
in commercial transactions; so that the’period of such transition should at all 
times be as short as possible, In the present instance, a degree of embarrass- 
ment has been hitherto patiently endured by those who are engaged in the com- 
merce and manufactures of this district, which cannot be much longersupported, 
and which would, long ere this, have caused distress and loss of employment to 
our labouring classes, had not the certainty of a favourable change from the 
passing of the measures now before your right honourable house, cheered and 
sustained their employers. 

Approving, therefore, of the principle on which the great and beneficial mea- 
sures of her Majesty's government are founded, but retaining their regret that 
the application of that principle has not been made full and immediate, your 
petitioners humbly but most earnestly pray, that your right hon- house may pass 
the bill as sent up from the Commons, in all its integrity, in order that an early 
and wise settlement of this all-important question may relieve commerce and 
industry from an embarrassment, and the people from a suppressed excitement 
(not the less resolute because momentarily suppressed in hope), which, if longer 
continued, threaten, combinedly, immediate and fearful consequences. 

And as in duty bound they will ever pray. 

Great as the effort of the country may be in order that the 
House of Lords should know the strong feeling which pervades all 
classes in favour of the bill passing, we say —and we say it ad- 
visedly, it will all be required. We would not discharge our duty 
if we did not warn our readers of the peril in which this bill is 
placed at this moment. We believe the danger to be greater than 
at any former time, and certainly much greater than the public

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believe. The protectionists are sincere, earnest, and true in their | 
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opposition to it; and, moreover, they are encouraged by the cold- 
ness and apathy of some of the liberal party, and by the open and 
acknowledged hostility of others. If the bill is lost, it will not be 
by the struggle of the protectionist party. We sincerely believe 
that there has not been a more true and devoted advocate of this 
bill than Lord John Russell. But it is notorious that some mem- 
bers of the House of Lords, who have hitherto been associated 
with Lord John Russell’s government, have expressed their in- 
tention to support an amendment in committee in favour ofa fixed 
duty. That any noble lord, who was directly or indirectly a party 
to the formation of Lord John Russell’s intended government in 
December last, can fail to give an earnest support to this bill is, 
of course, impossible. And we have as little doubt that the strong 
convictions which those noble lords entertained in December last, 
of the impossibility to settle this question in any other way than 
by a ¢ota/, and, as they then, moreover, determined, by an imme- 


diate repeal of the law, will impel them to use all their influence 
with others to secure the passing of this bill. 

Notwithstanding all the efforts which are being used, it is still a 
matter of the greatest doubt whether the bill will be carried or 
not. The chances at this moment are greatly against it. People 
can commit no greater error than to believe that the protec- 
tionists are not in earnest. As long as they receive any coun- 
tenance from the members of the liberal party, they will be 
found steadfast and ardent supporters of their own views. We 
do not express these opinions for the mere purpose of exciting the 
country to exertion. Weoyly express our firm conviction of what 
the real state of the question is at this moment—convictions 
founded on the best grounds. We are not even certain that any 
effort on the part of the public can now avert this impending mis- 
fortune; but we are convinced, if any thing will do so, it will be 
strong and clear expression of public opinion on the subject. 
There is, however, no time to be lost. The second reading of the 
bill will be proposed on Monday night, and a division wi!l pro- 
bably take place on Thursday, the 28th, when it is expected that 
there will be a majority of from 35 to 40 in favour of it. We un- 
derstand that it is now arranged that the bill shall go into com- 
mittee on Thursday, the 4th of June; and, as the clauses are few, 
its fate will probably be decided by this day fortnight. 

However ardently we hope that the expression of public opi- 
nion, and reflection in the interval between this and the 4th of 
June, may secure the safety of the bill in the committee, we still 
think the chances of its mutilation so considerable, that we feel 
it our duty to call upon our readers to be prepared for that 
serious misfortune. Should that event unhappily occur, it will 
be one of the most critical moments which this country has 
hadto meet for many years past. Great as the disappointment 
would be in many districts, we do not believe there is the 
slightest danger of any outbreak or breach of the peace. The 
danger is altogether of another kind. It would be impossible 
for that event to occur, even under the most favourable cir- 
cumstances, and with the most united and powerful govern- 


ment, without materially interfering with the general course 
of business, or without giving a severe shock to credit. 
But there is a rumour, which we trust is not well founded, that 
if the bill is lost Sir Robert Peel wil// resign, and advise the Queen 
to send for Lord Stanley, who, it is said, will undertake to form 
a government. It is impossible to conceive a greater calamity 
which could befal the country. Suppose a Stanley Government 
formed with such materials as the Protectionist party offer in 
the House of Commons, the question is not whether it could 
last or not. No one will require an answer to that. But the 
question is, what mischief will be done before its weakness is 
displayed? The first step would be a dissolution, say in the be- 
ginning of July; the next, a general election in August and 
September :.and, last, the meeting of Parliament certainly not 
before January. In what conaition would the country be during 
that period? In the first place, a dissolution will annul all the pro- 
ceedings of railways then before Parliament, which will have to be 
commenced denovo. The whole ofthe past expenditure will be wasted. 
That circumstance alone would go far to create a panic in the share 
market, which would extend to every other class of business. This 
effect and a general stagnation of business might be looked for, who- 
soever held the government at such a moment. But, with Lord 
Stanley as Premier, and Lord George Bentinck as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, what would be the price of consols ? what would be the 
state of the money market and the trade of the country from August 
to January? But it cannot be that such an event should be per- 
mitted without every effort to avoid it. The public would not suffer

) and to hand them over to such a party, without 
using such efforts to prevent it, as Sir Robert Peel could not resist. 
The public have more confidence in the administrative and financial 
ability of Sir Robert Peel’s government, than in any other that could 
possibly be formed at that crisis. We believe the country would be 
unanimous in calling upon the right honourable baronet to DIssoLvr 
and NOT TO RESIGN—to appeal to the country, and not to hand the 
over to Lord Stanley and Lord George Bentiack. 


If the ordeal of a dissolution and a general election? must be 
{gone through, there will be but one opinion in the coun- 
try, that the government at such a critical moment should 


- held by the present ministers. The protectionists call upon 
the Government to dissolve and go tothe country. The country itself 
will not be satisfied if Ministers resign without affording it an oppor- 


; tunity of expressing its opinion of their recent efforts in behalf of a

measure which, more than any other, is ardently desired. That Sir 
Robert Peel would be. above all things, desirous to escape from the 
labours and anxieties of office, the moment the measure is carried, 
whether sooner or later, we can easily believe, but that he will do 
so, before it is settled, leaving the affairs of the country in such hands 
as he must, we will not believe possible—a regard for his own credit, 
and the interests of the country, equally forbid it. 

If the House of Lords should unfortunately carry the proposed 
amendment in committee, the question which public opinion will be 
called upon to decide is—Suati Pest Resian on Disso.ve ? 











THE SUGAR DUTIES. 

Tue threatened deficiency in the supply of sugar, and the near 
approach of the discussion on the sugar duties, give to this 
subject an interest at this time, equally to the politician, the 
merchant, and the public. It is a subject equally important, 
whether viewed as one of commerce or finance. ‘There has been 
no truth in finance more clearly established by experience, than 
that high duties are not the means of obtaining the greatest 
amount of revenue; and that, especially with respect to articles of 
general use, great reductions of duties which tend materially 
to lower prices are more than compensated by the increased 
quantity consumed on which the lower rate of duty 
paid, It must however, be obvious, that the increased consump 
tion, can only be the effect of a lower price, and that lower price 
can only result from increased supply. However much a duty 
may be lowered, if the entire supply be notincreased, the only effect | 
which can result, will be that an amount equal to the reduction of 
duty will be transferred from the exchequer to the producer or 
the importer of the article as the case may be. In reducing duties, | 
therefore, with a view to benefit the consumer, to extend com- | 
merce, and ultimately to an improvement of revenue, the first and 
essential point is to be certain that the means adopted are such 
as will increase the supply correspondingly with the reduction of 
the duty. It is in very few cases, possible to command such a 
supply at once, as will meet a very important increase in the con- 
sumption, orto prevent the producer obtaining some share of tho 
duty relinguished in the first instance. But in most cases, the higher 
profits thus given to any branch of production for a time, consti- 
tute only the natural inducement to embark more capital and 
to increase production, until at length the supply is sufficient to 
reduce prices to the lowest point at which the increased quantity 
can be uniformly and regularly produced, yielding to the producer 
the usual profit of capital. It however, incumbent upon a 
Minister, in adopting this wise and beneficial policy, to see that 
the means which he uses are such as render an increased sup- 
ply, equal to the contemplated demand, possible within a rea- | 
sonable period; or the obvious eflect must be, that a large por- 
tion of the amount of which the revenue is deprived will go 
only to enrich the producer, and not to relieve the consumer. 

The Sugar Bill of 1845, introduced by Sir Robert Peel, was per- 
haps the boldest measure of finance which any Minister has pro- 
posed for many years. An immediate loss of 1,300,000/ of reve- | 
nue was contemplated on one article, at a time when duties, 
amounting to 2,000,000! more, were relinquished on other articles. | 
The calculations then made of future consumption included 
20,000 tons of foreign free-labour’sugar, at the reduced duties of 
23s 4d and 28s perewt. The whole consumption of the year was 
calculated at 250,000 tons, instead of about 207,000 tons at the | 
old rates of duties the preceding year. This calculation, reckon- | 
ing from the 1st of March 1845 to the same date in 1846, has | 
proved substantially correct in the entire consumption, but in 
place of 20,000 tons of foreign free-labour sugar being included in | 
that quantity, there was only about 4,000 tons of that description, 
the extra quantity having been made up of colonial sugar, partly 
supplied by the larger crops of last year, and partly by a consi- 
derable reduction of existing stocks, which are now little more 
than the half of what they were a year ago. As far as regards | 
the supply of colonial sugars in 1845, circumstances were parti- | 
cularly favourable to the success of the new bill. In all our de- | 
pendencies the crop was larger than had been known for several | 
years. The imports from the West Indies, Mauritius, and East 
Indies, were 40,000 tons larger than in either of the two preced- 
ing years, the comparison being—

On the contrary, however, the condition of the crops of sugar 
which supply the markets of the world, was such as to place the 
experiment of the new scale of duties under great disadvantage. 
The failure of the crop in Cuba, producing only 115,000 tons 
against 230,000 tons in 1844, created a scarcity, and raised the 
prices of all sugars used in foreign markets so high, that the re- 
duced differential rates of duty, at which Java and Manilla sugars, 
with free labour certificates were admissible, were practicably pro- 
hibitory for a great portion of the year. 1t became more profit- | 
able to re-export those sugars to the Continent than to clear them | 
for consumption here, paying the duty of 23s 4d. 

This peculiar state of the relative prices of foreign and colonial 
sugars last year, is likely to exercise a most prejudicial effect upon 
the entire supplies of the present year. The fact that a large portion 
of the certificated sugars from Java, last year, were re-shipped to 
the Continent, as being a more profitable market, offered no in 


1844. 
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ducement for arrangements to be made at the close of the year, 
for any considerable importation of free labour sugars during the 
present season ; so that although the crop in Java is about 15,000 
tons more than last year, the probability is that but a very small 
quantity will come to this market, although, from the change 
which has taken place, it would be worth from 8s to 10s the ecwt 
more in this market than in Holland; but it is now too late to 
alter the destination of any material portion of the crop from se 
distant a market. This fact opens a new disturbing influence, to 
which our sugar markets will always be exposed under the pre- 
sent law, which contemplates only the introduction of foreign 
sugar from the distant markets in the east; and will tend to in- 
crease the fluctuation of prices in this country actually, as well as 
relatively, with those on the Continent. The plentiful supply of 
colonial sugar, last year, which caused the re-exportation of Java 
sugar to the continent, is the main cause why the supply of sugars 
from the east will be so small in the present year. 

As it is, therefore, we cannot look for any considerable import 
from Java and Manilla in the present year. From China a few 
cargoes will arrive, but not sufficient to make any material dif- 
ference inthe whole supply. And it is, therefore, probable that 
we shall be thrown chiefly upon our own colonies again for the 
consumption of the year; so that, while the 23s 4d duty was 
too high to admit Java sugar last year, there will be but little 
imported in the present year, when the changed relation of 
prices between this country and the Continent would render it 
profitable to pay that duty. In this state of circumstances, we 
are threatened with a deficiency in the crop of the West Indies, 
variously computed at from 20,000 to 30,000 tons; while the 
stocks in hand are at least 15,000 tons less than at the same 
period last year, being reduced to the lowest quantity with 
which the trade of the country can conveniently be carried on. 
There is, moreover, every reason to believe that the actual 
stocks in the whole country are even considerably less than 
they appear, compared with last year. It will be remembered 
that the new sugar duties came into operation about the middle 
of March last year, from which period till the middle of May, 
the deliveries were extremely large, not only to replenish the 
exhausted stocks, but also under a general belief that prices 
would rise. And there is, therefore, every reason to believe that, 
a year ago, the stocks were much larger in the hands of dealers 
than they are at present.

So that, while a great reduction has taken place in the price of 
foreign sugars, a very large advance has taken place in the 
price of colonial sugars. The increase in the price of colonial 
sugarin bond, is already equal to one-half of the duty which last 
year was relinquished. 

Under these circumstances, it must be obvious, if the law is 
allowed to remain as it is, that a further material advance must 
take place as the year goes on, until probably the greater part, 
if not the whole, of the reduction of duty will only swell the 
price to the importer, without affording any benefit to the con- 
| sumer, and at a great loss to the revenue. The reduction of 3s 6d 
|per cwt, proposed by the Government on foreign free-labour 





| sugar, will not increase the quantity by a single cwt in the pre- 
jsent year. Already foreign sugar, with certificates of free labour, 
|is from 10s to 12s per ewt higher than the same quality for 
|exportation. Under the circumstances, therefore, the reduction 
| proposed will only add so much more to the price obtained by 
ithe importer of these sugars. As a reduction of a differen- 
tial duty we cannot bnt approve of it, but it will have no 
perceptible effect in increasing the quantity, or lowering the 
price of sugar in the present year.

In the face of these difficulties with respect to sugar available 
for this market, the general supplies of the whole world cannot 
be estimated at less than 53,000 tons of increase upon those of 
last year, as the following comparison carefully compiled will 
show :—

Increase of the entire production of the current year, 53,000 
tons. So that while sugar continues to rise in this country, it is 
more than probable that it will suffer a material reduction in 
other markets. ‘The stock of Java sugar in Holland is large, 
but our navigation laws preclude its being brought to this country 
—besides its not being furnished with the necessary certificates 
of growth. 

We thus find that the distinction between slave-labour and free- 
labour sugar has introduced a new element of uncertainty into 
our sugar trade, and will, as long as it is persisted in, subject it 
to extreme uncertainty and fluctuations, upsetting all calculations, 
both of a commercial and financial kind. One year we may have 
a failure of crop in Cuba, as we had Jast season, and our markets 
are disturbed by the abstraction of free-labour sugar to make up 
that deficiency, Another year, as the present, we have a failure 
of crop in our colonies, but abundance elsewhere does nothing to 
modify its effects. Wuirn an increase or 53,000 Tons IN THE 
SUPPLY OF THE WHOLE WORLD IN THE PRESENT YEAR, THIS 
COUNTRY HAS BEEN SUBJECTED TO rHuE TWO-FOLD EVILS OF A 
FAILING REVENUE AND A HIGH PRICE, 

To the sugar refiners this is a case of great hardship. Tothem 
sugar is as much a raw material of manufacture as is cotton, or 
silk, or wool to others. ‘The success of an extensive trade, em- 
ploying a large capital, depends upon a steady and a plentiful 
supply. Instead of which they are afflicted with every pos- 
sible element of uncertainty and fluctuation. The following 
passage from a memorial lately presented by the refiners of Glas- 
gow to Sir Robert Peel, we think well worthy of the attention of 
the Government :—‘‘ Your memorialists respectfully claim the 
‘same privileges as other British manufacturers, such as cotton 
| wool and silk spinners, who draw the supply of their raw mate- 
| “ rial from all countries without distinction, and they confidently 
| “ anticipate that such a measure applied to sugar, would greatly 

* increase the commerce of this country, add much to the comfort 
| “ of the people, and improve the revenue.” 
| The great and bold experiment made by Sir Robert Peel, last 
year, in the reduction of these duties, is placed under the great- 
est possible disadvantage by the maintenance of the distinction 
between the produce of free and slave labour; and until that is 
| abandoned, justice will alike be denied to that financial measure,

MR D’ISRAELI’S POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY. 


Mr D'Israevi made an elaborate attempt, on the third reading of 
| the corn bill, to demonstrate that agricultural labour would be 
displaced in England by the free admission of corn from abroad. 
Other protectionists have been contented with making the asser- 
tion ; he, far more ambitious than his fellows, sought to prove it. 
His reasoning, in outline, was this:—“ In exact proportion as your 
‘demand for wheat and, other kinds of grain in this country in- 
“ creases, in exact proportion will the price diminish.” It has been 
so, the hon. member shewed at considerable length, with tea, so 
with cotton, so with sugar, so with coffee, for each and all of which 
the demand has successively increased, the quantities imported 
have augmented, and the price has fallen. “It appears to me,” 
he said, “therefore, to be perfectly demonstrated that where there 
“ig no natural or artificial cause to check the produce of an article, 
“in proportion to the demand for it, the price of that article will 
“ diminish.” There is nothing “which should make corn an ex- 
“ception to this general rule.” On the contrary, “ corn being the 
produce of countries under every variety of climate,” falls most cer- 
tainly under it. Englandis not so well adapted to grow corn as to 
breed and fatten cattle—not so well adapted to grow corn as some 
parts off Russia, Hungary, the United States, and other countries. In 
them, the price of corn is much lower thanin England; it will fall still 
lower from the increased demand. “The price of wheat will range 
‘here under free trade from 30s to 35s per quarter, there will bea 
| “constant tendency to a fail in price.” That price of 30s to 30s 
| will not pay for growing corn in England, there will be a great 
| displacement of English agricultural labour in order to permit the

He 
asserts that similar exertions will be equally successful in supplying 
food, and he advocates a law which impedes and prohibits them. If,

certain and palpable it becomes, that the price of agricultural pro- 
duce at any one time and place, cannot be relied on as decisive in 
this general reasoning. Now, Hungary and the part of Russie 
referred to by Mr D'Israeli, and the greater part of the Unired 
States and Prussia, in this respect, approximate to Mexico. The 
people are rude agriculturists, and trust mainly to the soil and the 
seasons; and, therefore, the price in any one year, or at one place, 
is really no guide to the general conclusion which Mr D'Israeli 
has adopted. He tells us that a correspondent of his in Hungary 
will now lay down at an English port, 200,000 qrs of wheat, 
at from 28s to 30s per quarter; but he does not tell us, and 
cannot assure us, that in that country wheat is never much 
higher priced, and never so scarce as not to be procured at any 
price. Yet, we know that this is sometimes the fact, and that 
only two or three years ago the government of Russia was 
actually obliged to import corn in large quantities, to save 
the reople of the fertile Crimea from starvation. The real 
comparison, therefore, on Mr D'Israeli’s premises, is not be-

The month of April 
was quite dry, but within the last week large quantities of rain have 
fallen.”

CONDITION OF OUR WEST INDIA COLONIES. 
LETTER I1.—JAMAICA INTERESTS. 


To the Editor of the Economist, 


Sin—The next evil which besets Jamaica interests is unwise legis- 
lation. The tariff adopted by the Jamaica legislature is peculiarly 
calculated to foster the system of — independe nt settlements, on 
the part of the negro labourers, by the undue enhancement of the 
price of provisions. Quoting from the latest accounts (when, in con- 
sequence of the long drought, the market value of such ar ticles was 
unusually high) I find that the present ad valorem per centage of the 
import duties on the following articles of ordinary consumption were

| Avsingle glance at this list will ‘show the effect which such exorbi- 
| tant duties wust have in checking consumption in these, and in- 
| creasing, to the same extent, the demand for the products of the 
| negro ground. We have already seen how this re-acts in diminishing 
the supply of continuous labour on the estates. The tariff is de- 
fended in Jamaica on the ground that a large revenue is thereby 
raised at little trouble, and, it is said, with little hardship; buta 
comprehensive legislation will look to the greater evils which a sys- 
tem of high duties must ultimately entail upon the community. 

Another evil is the almost universal neglect of the numerous natu- 
ral resources of every estate. low few are the instances where any 
exertion is made to bring the limestone, hardwoods, dyewoods, grass, 
firewood, dairy produce, and the many other means of income, into 
active operation. In the construction of the railway, we have been 
obliged to import the timber for our sleepers from the United States, 
because we could not depend upon obtaining in the island a twentieth 
part of what we required. An instance occurred in which an offer of 
100 per cent. upon the cost of cutting (the timber being looked upon 
as of little value for want ofa market), exclusive of a handsome remu- 
neration for carriage, was refused as too low. 

Ilere, then, we hi ive a catalogue of evils which must assuredly suf- 
fice to embarrass, if not entirely destroy, any interest whatever ; and 
you will not therefore be surprised to learn that their effect has ‘been 
to reduce the number of those proprietors who possess any capital at 
all, or who are clear of debt, to a very inconsiderable minority in the 
colonial community. The general rule is, that all these difficulties 
are aggravated a hundred-fold, by the fact of the West India proprie- 

tor being steeped to the chin in debt and dependence on a mortga- 
| gee merchant. Who shall pretend to enumerate the additional bur- 
dens which are consequently imposed in the shape of interest, com- 
mission, freight, &c., &c.; or the increased difliculties in carrying on 
a proper system of cultivation, when the means are doled out from 
the unwilling hand of a creditor. 

That I may not be accused of overdrawing the picture of West In- 
| dia management, I will avail myself ofa quot ation from a pamphlet 
recently pub slished by Mr Price, a large resident proprietor in Jamaica. 
I am sorry that out of regard to your valuable space, I am obliged to 
abridge Mr Prices’s remarks by the omission of some of the most 
power rful passages in the or iginal. 

Mr Price is arguing that want of capital, and not want of labour, i 
the real difficulty in Jamaica. He says :— 

* But let us go on to examine the points where the want of capital now 
| acts so detrimentally, and so much of the labour we command is wasted. 
“ We consider the cattle of a sugar estate its great moving power. These 
| are generally deficient in number, ill fed, seldom drafted to the penke eper 
| at a proper age, and are frequently allowed to die in the yoke. Witha view 
to economy, we have seen cattle brought in from the Spanish Main, of all 
sizes, ages, and descriptions; we have se*n them put to work in the sugar 
estates, and perish one after the other. We have known the mills stopped, 
| and the cane carts and their drivers lying idle, and the best season for making 
| sugar steal rapidly away, from a want of cattle. We have seen meagre and 
incflicient cattle keep the waggons and their drivers three days on the road, 
When one was necessary. We have known supplies (wanted at the estate) 
lying on the wharf; the steam-engine stopped for want of coals; the build- 
ings neglected from inability to carry materials to repair them ; the boiling- 
house fires unaided by dry fuel when the track was damp; the fences 
neglected ; vale manure lost and uncollected, and the usual decrease of 
cattle doubled and trebled. Can any one believe that there is not here a 
| vast waste of the labour commanded by estates where these, or even a few 
| of these things occur? As far as our observation goes, we say that there 
are few estates where most of these evils do not exist. Would capital or 
| 50,000 hill coolies be most likely to procure for you able stock, and enable 
you to draft them with profit? Would purchased food, such as oil 
| cake, give your cattle strength, and save the labour employed about your 
cattle ? 

“IIow is the soil prepared? Is it ploughed or cross-ploughed ; rolled 
|} and harrowed? Are the roots of weeds thus destroyed, or gathered up and 
burnt ? or are they left to spring up after the first shower 2? Of course they 
are left to grow, because we are short of labour. Is the plough universally 
in use When the land will allowit? Certainly not; and why not? Because 
etor cannot, or will not purchase cattle, but is willing to have as 
many immigrants as you please, at the publie expense. Who has not heard 
the manager of an estate say that he could not plough because he had not 
| cattle enough, but that he should open his land with the hoe? Is it want

“Tt will be remarked that capital is being expended liberally enough ; but 
we rep ily, that the investment of capital as made at present can be productive 
of no beneficial results. It is just sufficient to keep up the existence of the 
struggling estate ; it is meted out too sparingly—not with sp irit—not, in 
fact, in such a way as to make the investment profitable. Let us explain 
ourselves :—An estate is con pletely out of orde rine very department (and 
this is generally the case) ; it wants cattle; it wants a railway; it wants a 
new ane & . steam-engine, or a trash-house, or some considerable repairs to 
the boiling-house, &e. Now, there are few estates where there are not t 
of these wants existing at the same time; and it is very rarely thatin any one 
year the capitalist or merchant can be induced to remedy more than one of 
them—of course, the most pressing want; the next year he will supply 
another; the next year another, aud so on; but, by the time he has sup- 
plied them all, more capital will be required to supply the wants of the one 
first remedied by the first investment. During the whole of this time all 
the money invest ed has been invested without profit either to the estate or 
to himself; because, however perfect the estate may be in most of its prin- 
cipal parts, if it is defective in any one of them, the investment in the perfect 
parts is lost, and bringing in no profit.” 

And now, then, what are the conclusions to which we 
brought by the evidence which has been adduced ? 

As. regi irds the aggregate supply of labour, I emphatically deny that 
it is deficient for ail legitimate objects. I admit that there is no 
labour to be wasted to do the work of steam engines and horses ; but 
so far as it is either wise or economical to use it, there is abundance. 

As regards continuous labour, I believe that the means are in the 
hands of the planters themselves to secure it amply, by taking care 
to afford continuous employment. I admit that there are di fic ulties 
in consequence of the existence of the provision grounds; but these 
are by no means insuperable. They are not to de named in com- 
parison with those experienced in England by master manuiacturers, 
miners, and tradesmen, in dealing with combinations and trades’- 
unions. io 

As}jregards wages, the most mischievous mistake exists. 5o far 
from being exorbitant, they are decidedly too low. The planter ap- 
pears to forge t two most important considerations. First, that wages 
do not depend upon the necessities of the negro, but upon the dems and 
for his labour. In Jamaica, the competitors are the planter and the 
provision ground. ‘The planter must, therefore, pay more than the 
negro can earn by working for himself if he expects to receive his 
daily labour. Secondly, that the head and hands of one free man 
must be made to do the work of the mere sinews of half-a-dozen 
slaves. In other w om, that the former must be raised in the social 
scale—must no longer be looked — as a mere machine—must be 
made to double his natural strength by knowing how to use it. The 
steam-engine—the plough—the scaritier—the harrow—the ox—the 
horse—must do the work—the man must be elevated to direct them. 

Contrast the circumstances of a peasantry thus instructe d and thus 
employed with those of the squatter and the immigrant—contrast, in 
short, the intelligence and activity of the manufacturing pop ulation 
of Lancashire with the misery and beggary of the west of ireland, 
and let wise men decide which is to be the safer alternative for the 
welfare of Jamaica.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS. 

The number of grain-laden vessels which passed the Sound and Belt for 
England from the 6th to 12th of Muy, were 36 wheat, 5 barley, 9 oats, and 
2 peas. 

There is scarcely any change to report in the Baltic markets for wheat ; 
the tone is tolerably firm generally, considering the uncertainty which hangs 
over the English Corn Laws. 

At Elbing and Danzig no transactions of any magnitude are reported ; 
the price of the finest high-mixed wheat continues at from 52s to 54s, and 
for good 60 toGl lbs. Wheat 48s to 50s. In the lower Baltic ports, business 
wus guite neglected, there being no demand from England ; prices for the 
best red wheat are 455 to 468 per qr. 61 to 62 Ibs. per bushel. In Hamburg 
the trade was dull at 47s to 483s for Wahren, 45s to 46s for Marks and Saal, 
and 46s to 478 for Mecklenburg and Pommeranean wheats. 

In Hollaud and Belgium, the dull accounts from here have had some 
influence, and the wheat trade was dull at rather declining prices. 

The Odessa quotations remain unaltered, but fine quality of wheat being 
fearce, commands extreme rates. Freight to England 50s per ton tallow: 
7s Yd per qr for wheat. 

In the Danube, another cargo of Indian corn has been dcspatched for this 
country, With the exception of which, no shipments have been made ; prices 
for grain remain unaltered.

Svcan Dutres.—On Thursday, a deputation, consisting of Messrs 
Davis, Lucas, Martineau, and Fairrie, of London; Mr M‘ Ewan, of 
G lasgo ow ; and Mr Macfie, of Liverpool, accompanied by Mr Bain, 
M.P. for Greenock, had an interview with Sir Robert Peel on the 
subject of the sugar ‘duties. 

Gramany.—The states of the Zollverein consume 2,040,0002 worth 
of cotton, 1,760,000i of sugar, 1,600,000! of coffee, 880,000/ worth of 
indigo, and the annual consumption of rice and tobacco is in equal 
proportion, 

Aw ImportaNt Fact.—There is a cargo of wheat now lying in 
Goole, near Hull, containing 977 quarters, brought from Lbralia, in 
Wallachia, weight 60lb per bushel; cost price, free on board at the 
above-named place, 9s per quarter ; freight to Goole, 8s Gd per quar- 
ter; total cost per quarter, 17s 6d. Mr Hudson, miller, of Leeds, 

was the first purchaser. And yet the advocates of the new corn bill 
would persuade us that British farmers need fear no reduction of 
prices from the free introduction of foreign grain into this country !— 
Nottinghamshire Guardian. 

Important Decision oF THE Viceroy OF Ecyrt.—A most im- 
portant decision for European commerce bas just been taken by the 
Egyptian government. Squabbles were continually arising on the 
interest of money between the European merchants and the natives, 
These latter were continually making objections, and often declined 
fulfilling the agreements they had made. The tribunal of commerce 
of Alexandria, consisting chiefly of Arabs, had been often called 
upon to give its opinion, and rendered such ambiguous decisions that 
it was impossible to draw any decisive conclusions from them. The 
matter was laid before the Viceroy, who issued a final decision for 
the whole of the states under his jurisdiction, by which the legal and 
commercial interest of money is to be one per cent per month. 

Tue Bririsn Inon Company.—The annual meeting of this com- 
pany was held at the new offices in the South Sea House, ‘Thread- 
needle street, on Wednesday. ‘The chair was taken by Jolin H. Pal- 
mer, Esq. From the balance sheet, it appeared that at the end of 
December last the debts and liabilities of the company amounted to 
19,5727 lis 1d, and their assets to 6,117/ 12s 8d, leaving a balance of 
debt of 13,4547 18s 5d. In the half-year prior to the 3lst December 
last, the amount received on account of previous calls was 6,962/, and 
the amount of promissory notes outstanding was reduced 18.000/. 

The committee appointed by the proprietors for the purpose of com- 
promising and settling the claims of the company for un] aid calls, 
had especially before them 100 cases, comprising 4,530 shares. In 10 
of these, comprising 370 shares, the full claim had been received. In 
40 cases, comprising 1,454 share s, compositions had been agreed upon 
and received, amounting to 14,503’. In the other 50 cases, compris- 
ing 2,606 shares, a very small sum indeed was likely to be recovered. 
The directors had, at last, the satisfaction of informing the proprietors 
that according to every reasonable view of the company’s affairs, no 
further call would be r quired. After the report was read, a discus- 
sion took place, in which Mr Llichens, Mr M‘Laurin, Mr Reade, Mr 
Ricardo, and others, took part, on the propriety of publishing the 
names of those who were defaulters to the company,—a motion to 
whicheffect was carried, with two dissentients. 

Tastinc Orpvers.—The following notice has been issued :—“ Cus- 
tomhouse, London, May 1846.—Notice.—It having been represented 
to the inspectors-general of the waterside and warehousing depart- 
ments, that a locker in charge of wines and spirits, at one of the 
docks, had been furnished with tasting orders by a merchant, at 
different times, for the use of himself and the friends who visited 
him at his station, and the inspectors-general having had reference 
to the board’s minute of the 19th of December, 1834, in which the 
surveyors-general and the landing surveyors were directed to inter- 
dict the officers under their supervision from entering any vault or 
place in which wines or spirits may be deposited for the purpose of 
tusting, direct the especial attention of all officers and clerks at the 
several stations to this matter, and hereby scriously warn them of 
the consequences that will inevitably result from any infringement 
of this prohibition. (Signed) ‘T. How, inspector-general.”

English dealer resident in Russia, and who purposes re-exporting 
from that country English horses which may have been rejected on 
account of white fetlock, or some other fancied blemish in colour, as 
many of the best animals frequently are by the Boyars.—/Hull 
Packet.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 
Tue railway business of this week has been somewhat diversified, 
but the winding up movement has proved, so far as the opinions of 
shareholders are concerned, a decided failure—to proceed being the 
rule, and to wind up the exception. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Waterrorp and Kitkenny Com- 
pany, held on Wednesday, a report was read, which expressed the 
increased confidence of the directors in the success of the undertaking; 
but stated that considerably difficulty had been experienced in ob- 
taining the land (principally, it was said by the chairman, from the 
high price demanded by the landowners), but at the{beginning of last 
month the whole quantity required by the contractors for their first 
contract (54 miles) had been made over to them, and 500 men set to 
work (which, the chairman said, he had no doubt had been the means 
of preventing riots in Kilkenny for want of food, such as had taken 
place in other districts). The directors, however, anticipate greater 
facilities in obtaining land as they proceed, aud trust to have it in 
their power, at the next half-yearly meeting, to report that all the 
important points where works of any magnitude are required, be- 
tween Bennett’s Bridge (the limit of the first division of works) and 
Waterford, had been obtained, and people set to work thereon. It 
then announces that the deviations alluded to at the last meeting 
could not be carried out, in consequence of the opposition of 
land-owners ; and that the directors have not deemed it neces- 
sary to take so full an interest in the Galway and Kil- 
kenny Company as they were then authorised to do The 
report then alluded to a desire expressed by some shareholders, 
that iron rails should be substituted for the wooden rails it was ori- 
ginally intended to lay down, and the wishes of the directors to com- 
ply with that desire, should it meet with the approbation of the share- 
holders. A very favourable report was also read from the engineer ; 
and a balance sheet, from which it appears that the receipts up to the 
present time have been 51,477/ and the expenditure 20,8831, After 
some conversation the report was approved of—the directors re-elected 
—and a committee, consisting of four directors and five shareholders, 
appointed to consider the propriety of substituting iron rails for the 
wooden ones, and to arrange with Mr Prosser, the patentee of the 

















| wooden rails, the compensation he is to receive in consequence of the 
contract with him being broken, should it be so determined. 

A special meeting of the Briston and Exeter Company has been |} 
held, at which the Crewkerne Branch bill was approved, notwith- | 
standing it has been lost in committee, on the ground that it may be 
recommitted. At the same meeting the opinion of the Attorney and 
Solicitor-General was read relative to increasing the number of diree- 
| tors, which it will be recollected wasa subject of considerable contention 
at the last half-yearly meeting. The learned gentlemen stated that 
| they saw nothing in the Acts of Parliament to prevent the number 

being legally extended ad libitum ; but they advised, as there might 
be a doubt, that they should not be increased beyond 16, the number 
mentioned in the original act, and that the directors should take the 
opinion of a court of law on the subject.
